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SUMMARY 


The  Kalinin  Army  Barracks  Northwest:  is 
located  in  the  northwestern  part  of  Kalinin, 
north  of  the  Volga  River  (Figure  1). 

This  installation  covers  approximately  41 
acres  and  contains  3 administration  buildings, 
6 harracks,  10  storage  buildings,  12  support 
buildings,  4 vehicle  maintenance  buildings,  and 


3 probable  vehicle  sheds  (Figures  2 and  3). 

The  installation  is  covered  on  TALENT 
photography  of  July  1956  and  on  10  KEYHOLE 
missions  between  April  1962  and  November 
1964.  Comparative  analysis  reveals  no  signifi- 
cant change  in  facilities  and  a high  level  of 
activity  during  this  period.
